CODOWSKY CONCERT. 


BRILLIANT CHOPIN PRO- 
GRAMME AT TRINITY.

With Michelangelo clarity, Leo- 
pold Godowsky masterfully wrought 
in choicest tonal marble the melodic 
and harmonic inspiration of his 
Chopin programme last night at 
Trinity Auditorium. He dismissed 
all extra arabesques and gingerbread 


decorations, and laid before his hear- 
alized version of 


musical thought is always so won- 
drously clear. that it leaves one al- 
most aghast. His technique is all 
comprehensive. He measures the ef- 
fect of every phrase, so that there is 
no doubt as to what it shall mean in 
the mind of the hearer. He can 
become as architectonic in his piling 
up masses of tone as it is possible 
to be, yet he never for a moment 
forgets that each separate integer of 
the etructure must stand definite.
